PENSIONS FOR PREACHERS. 

The movement in several Protestant denomina- 
tions for old-age pensions for preachers is to be 
commended. If somebody will only find a means 
of paying active clergymen a decent wage, so 
that they need not look to philanthropy for the 
support of their declining’years, it would be even 
more enthusiastically indorsed. 

The average salary of preachers is probably 
under $1000 a year, Many rural pastors have to 
get along on from $600 to $800, which is less than 
the wage of an indifferently good mechanic. Out 
of this they are expected to keep up a good ap- 
pearance for themselves and their family, sub- 
scribe liberally towards church expenditures, keep 
open house for the whole congregation and enter- 
tain visiting ministers. 

As a genera] thing the pastor does double work 
for his money, onte in earning and once in col- 
lecting it. Of the two, the second is usually the 
harder job. The church is nearly always “behind” 
with him. Too often he has to go around, hat in 
hand, pleading for a bit of what is already due 
him. If he is a good collector he can keep 
fairly even with his creditors, but some good sis- 
ter is soon complaining that his pulpit work is 
declining. If he is a bad collector, he may preach 
with the eloquence of the Apostle Paul, but Broth- 
er So-and-So will be whispering around that. the 
pastor doesn’t pay his debts. 

’ He must not only fight the devil and all his 
works, but he must struggle against want and 
humiliation, with the realisation that before long 
he will be forced to give way to a younger man. 
If he is a man of sublime faith, capable of supreme 
sacrifice, he will advise his son. to follow in his 
steps for the glory of the cause. If he is only 
@ man of ordinary horse sense, he wil! apprentice 
the Boy to a printer or a blacksmith.

FHE SYSTEM OBJEOT LESSONS. 

The Public Administrator’s disputed claim to 
the legal right of taking charge of a large local 
estate has been compromised for $30,000, less 
than half the amount that might have been due 
him, had his right been recognized| 

Thus, an office whose. purpose is to conserve 
for heirs the property of decedents who have 
neglected to make orderly provisions for their ef- 
fects is seen as a burden on estates, a sort of 
vested right to levy inheritance taxes. In a sin- 
gle case, the equivalent of the salary of the Chief 
Magistrate of Missourt for six years is received 
by the incumbent, not for indispensable services 
rendered, but in compromise of official preroga- 
tives. In Governor-elect Gardner’s revision of 
the State inheritance tax law such possibilities 
should be eliminated. 

As specia) masters conducting the sale of the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad one man will receive 
$9000, a second for selling the Iron Mountain 
$9000 and a third for selling the Kansas & Colo- 
rado Pacific $2000, a total of $20,000 for a few 
minutes’ work.

WHERE SYSTEM FALIS DOWN. 

According to an eye-witness writing for the 
Copenhagen Daagebladet, even the “ne plus ultra 
system” of Germany is suffering. In the first 
months of the war the bulletins (two—one for the 
eastern and one for the western fronta) gave the 
loeation of each regiment. Now there are 11 bul- 
letins daily, one each for the Somme, Verdun, 
Belgium, Woevre, Rheims, Riga, Saloniki, the 
Dobrudja, Transylvania, Carpathians, navy, mise- 
ing, and each “anxious eye is compelled to de- 
cipher the poorly printed lists, compressed into 
the smallest epace possible,” before.any certainty 
can be had, as some of the regiments have been 
so frequently moved from one front to another, 
and as “mostly all of the original regiments have 
lost their identity, having been shot to pieces 
here or there, and new ones had to be formed 
out of the remnants of the old.” 

At first the plan was, according to the writer, 
to fill in the gaps with’ landsturm and reserve 
men, but it was soon found that the process was 
not effective and entire regiments were scratched 
off the lists of the General Staff, “until teday 
there is not one of the original organizations left.” 
The prison registers so perfectly maintained in 
the beginning “also hed to be relinquished to a 
more haphazard plan, as the lists of the “miss- 
ing” crowded into the office by the tens of thou- 
sands. “Except the postal arrangement and the 
railroads,” says the writer, “only one other item 
has maintained a semblance of thorough order: 
the recruiting office. That department intently 
watches the youth of the land to grow to a suf- 
ficient size to carry a gun.” 

Even the food-distributing bureau is, according 
to the report, not in any sense adequate, “as is 
shown by the frequent bread riots throughout the 
country.” And the writer concludes: 

While the German system may well serve 
all futurity as a pattern of efficiency, there 
are unmistakable signs of its decadence, 
probably chiefly due, besides its monstrous 
compass, to the frequent changes in the heads 
of the various departments.

A TREE STUMP SAGE. 

If anybody would find some person to envy, his 
attention is respectfully invited to Tom Lee. Not 
that Tom Lee is acclaimed for his learning, his 
attainments, his property, the favor of his coun- 
tenance or his social station. He has something 
that is to be desired far more than all these. 

Tom Lee is 95 years old and poor. St. Loulsans 
will note with pride that he once favored this 
city by his residence and with regret that he has 
not seen fit to visit his wife and sons here for 
many years.

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OUR WAR REVIEW. 


T takes some perspicacity to make out just what 
the situation in Europe is at this time, and un- 
less you have it there is not much use trying to 

make head or tail of what follows. Mere intelli- 
gence won’t do. The war long ago passed beyond 
the bounds marking the limits of our understanding. 
It is a problem for those microscopic thinkers whose 
mental lenses bring things up one by one in exactly 
their proper order and size. 

Very well. It has been a German week. This has 
not been altogether due to the work of the German 
hosts in the field, which was even less creditable than 
usual. It has been due more largely to the brilliant 
feat of the German diplomats, who surprised every- 
body by proposing peace. The allies were all caught 
napping, to say nothing of Mr. Wilson, who has been 
trying to regain lost ground ever since. He is fairly 
writing his head off. 

Nevertheless, most of us are right glad about it. 
We iike to see the Germans do - themselves credit 
where they can. They have done so many discredit- 
able things that when they are finally judged they are 
going to need all the credit marks they can get. Not- 
withstanding all the evil alleged of them, the Ger- 
mans are pretty much like all the cest of us. They 
are a fine people, and we want to see them emerge 
from the war at last with as little permanent dam- 
age as is consistent with their folly of letting mili- 
tarism carry them off their feet. It was exactly 
that disposition toward the Germans which roused 
us to applause of the feats of the Deutschland. Here 
was something creditable that the Germans had done. 
It was the more creditable for being in such marked 
contrast to the discreditable things they had done. 
We wanted the Germans to know that we make a dis- 
tinction between creditable and discreditable things, 
and how we did lift the roof applauding the Deutsch- 
land! 

Their diplomacy badly needed rehabilitation ‘in the 
eyes of the world. It got off badly in the war, and 
except for winning the Bulgarians over and keeping 
Greece from going over to the allies, it had not given 
muck of an account of itself. It was therefore a great 
relief to all true neutrals to have German diplomacy 
put one over on the allies the way it did when it sud- 
denly proposed peace. It is just as bad for the allies 
to be always so cocksure of their diplomacy as it is 
for the Germans always to be so cocksure of their 
army. The condition out of which we shall have hap- 
piness and security in the world at last must be that 
in which none of us is cocksure of anything.

HEARD BY ST. LOUISANS 


Chicagoan Entertains Here With 
His ‘Symphonic Suite,” and 
Meets With Enthusiasm. 


By RICHARD kL. STOKES. 
URELY America is advancing by 
leaps and bounds towards an 
eventual equality with Europe in 
the authorship of significant music. Fol- 
lowing the late Edward MacDowell, 
pioneer of New World composers; we 
have Edgar Stillman Kelley, writer of 
the spacious “New England” symphony. 

Last night and Friday afternoon there 
came before St. Louis music lovers Adolf 
Weidig of Chicago, as “guest” conductor 
pre on the Symphony Orchestra, to direct 

a “Symphonic Suite” of his own, at the 
conclusion of which the universal excla- 
mation, whether artioniate or not, was, 
“A classic!’ 

Although Weidig was born and trained 
in Germany, he has lived in this coun- 
try nearly a quarter of a century and 
has m an American citizen since 1900. 
From Europe he brought the continental 


jattitude of devotion to music as the most 


serious of the arts, together with a 
scholarly command of technique as 
evolved by Richard Strauss. 

But his suite, written in 1912 at Hins- 
dale, a suburb of Chicago, cannot but 
be a reflection of American influences in 
its high-strung pftch of energy, its nerv- 
ous and unflagging intensity of mood, 
its insistence upon superb crashes of 
barbaric rhythm. 

7 “Abseotute” Music. 

Completely modern in all other re- 
Spects, the suite reverts from today's 
“program” music to the “absolute” 
music of a century ago, and as such it 
is a tremendous feat of powerful and 
incisive thinking in pure music, with 
its vehicle not the language of words but 
the enormous vocabulary of the Wag- 
nerian orchestra. In his wielding of 
this vast and complex lexicon, Weidig 
deserves the title of a remarkable or- 
chestral linguist. Most concert goers are 
well aware that each individual instru- 
ment has a speech of its own, but to 
achieve a versatile mastery of that poly- 


giot of tongues, not only in their con- |} 


ventional phrases, but in the intimate 
vernacular, the peculiar idiom, of every 

separate instrument, from violin to cym- 
bals—that is an exploit far out of the 
ordinary, and that was the high distinc- 
tion of Weidig’s ochestration. + 

One of the possible penalties of such 
individualistic writing is that ft re- 
quires every performer to be a virtuoso 
on his instrument, an exaction which 


of a mediocre orchestra. For every 
player there are passages of extreme 
difficulty, taxing his skill to the utmost. 
Yet Director Zach’s men undertook the 
ordeal with joyous confidence and com- 
‘plete success. 

It must not .be imagined that the 
appeal of the suite was wholly cere- 
bral; on the contrary it was inspired 
almost throughout by a singularly fiery 
vigor of imagination. Without rest the 
emotions were swept this way and that. 
Acid, almost corrosive, as was the 
sting at times of its sharp-edged coun- 
terpoint, rasping and biting as was the 
tang of its incessant dissonances, these 
fillips on the nerves kept the attention 
wide-awake, and it was often rewarded 


play of pace, but delivered with the 
smoothness of an orchestra that has 
little to learn about rhythmical expres- 


nale.” The second movement was espe- 
cially admired, with its grateful violin 
solo part, winningly played by Mr. 
Olk, and the last movement ended with 
& smashing climax. Weidig conducted 
with the skill of a man who has been at 
home in the orchestra since boyhood, 
and with a dramatic force of his own. 
He is not unknown in this city, as he 
has appeared here as viola player in the 
Theodore Spiering Quartet, and as first 
violinist with the Thomas Orchestra. 
Also, many of his pupils reside here. 
he being a director of the American 
Conservatory of Music in Chicago. 

The remainder of the program, con- 
@ucted by Zach, consisted of Weber’s 
overture to “Der Freischuetzs,” Wagner’s 
prelude to “Die Meistersinger,” Cesar 
Franck’s symphonic poem, “Les Eo- 
lides;” played here for the first time. 
and Enesco’s “Rumanian Rhapsody.” 

In Richter’s Memory. 

The Wagner number was presented 

in memory of the late Hans Richter, 


conductors called into being by 
Wagner's music, whith gives the direc- 
tor a place even more important than 
that previously held exclusively by the 
operatic heroine. The ‘‘Meistersinger’’ 
prelude was regarded as the typical 
piece that brought out Richter’s sub- 
lime qualities in the completest way, 
and Zach, like him, can be said to 
me “flung eat to the fall that splen- 
did banner of tone with’ which the over- 
ture opens, and let it disperse later into 
its myriad smiles.”

The coal strike was called while the 
case of the men was pending before the 
Commonwealth Court of Conciliation 
and Arbitration. The chief demand is 
for what is known as an eight-hour 
bank-to-bank work day—eight hours, 
that is, from the time the first miner 
in a shift enters the shaft until the last 
man returns to the top. 

In New South Wales, most of the 
mines are worked at deep levels, and fh 
some cases, as at Newcastle in that 
state, they extend two miles under the 
sea. A miner may walk half an hour 
from the bottom of the shaft before he 
gets to his work place. An eight-hour 
shift, means, therefore, when half an 
hour is allowed for lunch, that a miner 
may be actually at work only six and 
a half hours. The miners also insist that 
only one shift shall be worked in 24 
hours. ,

All other measures having fatied, and 
the Government being faced with « 
shortage of coal for its transports, 
Prime Minister W. M. Hughes at the 
end of last week, acting under the high- 
ly flexible War Precautions Act, called 
in Melbourne a compulsory, conference 
of employers’ and miners’ representa- 
tives. The Prime Minister himself pre- 
sided, ang pleaded with both parties, in 
the national interest, to come to terms. 
It was finally agreed, after a two-day 
conference, that a ballot of all the strik- 
ing unionists should be taken, to decide 
whether or not they would go to work, 
under the terms existing before the 
stoppage, pending a decision by @ court. 

Hughes guaranteed that on the day 
they returned to work, a hearing of the 
case would begin, either in a court al- 
ready constituted or one which hé woubhl 
set up especially for the purpose, an4 
‘that the hearing would proceed without 
interruption till a decision was reached. 

This is the status at present. It is 
possible that by the time this is printed 
the miners will have voted in favor of 
Mr. Hughes’ proposal and ‘the strike will 
have been settled. Whether or not it fs 
settied is not the point here: the fact 
of chief interest to Americans, examin- 
ing the laws of Australia for possible 
light on their own industrial problems, 
is that such a strike has been possible 
in this country, and that in any evént 
it will have dragged on for at least 
three weeks, causing incalculable loss. | 
If settled, it will have been settled not 
by the ordinary machinery of the courts, 
but by special intercession on the part 
of the chief officer of the Common- 
wealth. 

Power of the Union. 

How great is the power wielded by 
the unions in Australia may be gathered 
from the fact that there are 713 separate 
unions, with a total membership of 628,- 
031. Unionism has had a remarkable de- 
velopment in this country. In 1890 an 
important trade union crisis—a maritime 
strike that evolved into a general strike 
practically throughout Australia—gave 
impetus to what has been called the 
“new unionism,”’ a unionism. taking an 
active and aggressive part In politics. 
The men were defeated, and they 
strongly resented the action of the pub- 
lic authorities. 

Trade union political organizations 
were formed, and as opportunity offered 
candidates Were put into the field.. The 
movement grew year by year, till the 
two old parties were forced into an 
amalgamation, under the name of the 
IAberal party. Today the Labor party 
is the dominant party in the Federal 
Government, and in three of the six 
states—New South Wales, Queensland 
and South Australia. The Liberals con- 
trol by a small margin In Victoria, West 
Australia and Tasmania. 

The Labor party, so far as its direct- 
ing influences are concerned, is virtu- 
ally co-extensive with trades unionism. 
For political purposes, union men are 
fcrmed into political labor leagues in the 
various electorates. ‘the candidate cho- 
sen by @ league to stand on the Labor 
ticket receives the undivided. support of 
the organization. He is under: pledge to 
vote in Parliament as the majority of 
the party in caucus decides. The system 
gives the labor leagues a firm hold on 
their representatives in Parliament. This 
was shown at the recent referendum on

Humane Society Officials Find 
Great Many Birds Smothered 
at Union Station. 


The failure of the railroads and 
éxpress companies, tn the toils of an 
unprecedented tie-up, owing to an 
unusual Christmas business, to deliv- 
er hundreds of coops of poultry to 
commission merchants yesterday 
served to boost the cost of Christmas 
turkeys for St. Louisans considerably 
above the cost of Thanksgiving birds. 

The price of turkey and other fowl, 
which, under ordinary conditions, 
slumps just before the holidays, held 
steady yesterday owing to the large 
demand for fowl in the face ofa scant 
supply. Turkeys were being sold by 
the commission men to, retailers for 
29 and 30 cents a pound. The retail- 
ers asked 32 and 35 cents a pound, 
the average price pa'd being 34 cents. 

Information reached George EB. Dieck- 
man, superintendent of the Missouri Hu- 
mane Society, that many Christmas 
fowls were dying at Union Station be- 
cause of the congestion of express mat- 
ter there. He sent two of his men to 
the station and they reported to him 
that a great ‘many chickens; geese and 
turkeys had been smothered to death in 
the overloaded express cars. 

Dieckman called up the Health De- 
partment, but nobody was on duty. He 
then called upon:the police to prevent 
any of the smothered fowls from being 
sold as food. 

Other articles, more or less necessary 
ingredients of a correct Christmas feast, 
showed little advance over the prices 
asked at Thanksgiving and in a few 
cases a surprising decrease was effec- 
tive. 

Eggs were being retailed at @ cents 
a dozen, ag against 48 cents a dozen for 
Thanksgiving dinners. Butter was sell- 
ing at 4 cents a pound, as against 4 
cents. Cranberries showed an advance, 
the dealers asking from 10 to 15 cents 
& ‘quart for them, which ts a raise of 
from. 2 to 7 cents. Canned pumpkin, 
which sold a month ago at three cans 
for 2% cents, was selling yesterday at 10 
cents a can. Potatoes were selling at 
45 cents a peck.

This is the passage 
which appears to suggest a real iden- 
tity of views as between the belliger- 
ents, When the passage is carefully 
read it is seen to say not that the two 
belligerent parties have the same views 
or are fighting for the same ends, but, 
that they profess to be doing so when 
the Governments justify the war to 
their own countrymen. This is a very 
different proposition and the passage as 
read by a German of any humor might 
be taken as a very severe piece of 
sarcasm.” ,

Socialist Says It Is Starting Point 
of New Diplomacy; Others 
Denounce It. 


PARIS, Dec. 23.—Pierre Renaudel, 
the Socialist leader, writing in Hu- 
manite regarding President Wilson's 
note, says: 

“The note is the starting point of 
a new diplomacy whose merit is that 
it is public and submits,‘in conse- 
quence, to the judgment of the peo- 
ples themselves the rare of their own 
destinies. Secret diplomacy must die. 
France and her allies will again serve 
human civilization: {nh showing that 
they appreciate this new fact, as they 
will gerve their own cause, by speak- 
ing out plainly.” ‘ 

Senator Henry Berenger, writing in 
the Paris Midi, says: 

“Why didn’t President Wilson make 
on July 30, 1914, the observations he 
submits to Europe in December, 19167 
Why didn’t Wilson protest in August, 
1814, against the violation of Bel- 
gium? Why does he wait until today 
to pose as a champion of small na- 
tions? Why didn’t Wilson, in August, 
1914, defend the law of nations, of 
which he is a professor, while in De- 
cember, 1916, he offers himself as an 
arbitrator? 

Gustave Herve, editor of La Vic- 
toire, says: 

“President Wilson has delivered tus 
full in the chest the greatest blow, 
most dangerous for the morale of our 
people, received since Charlerol. It 
comes in the twenty-ninth month of 
the war, and certain elements of our 
people, less endowed than others with 
fortitude, feel the #train of the war. 
The blow is the more dangerous for 
us than it is for any of our allies in 
the west, whose country has not been 
invaded as has ours for 29 months.” 

In the lobbies of the Chamber Presi- 
dent Wiison’s note was the subject of 
all the coriversatiofts among the Depu- 
ties who, without exception, agreed in 
paying homage to the sentiments which

The Paradox of Public Service. 
UBLIC service is something of 
P a paradox in St. Louis.

Most of the things 
which badly need to be done in the 
community are being done by people 
who actually have no time for it. 
One would suppose that it would be 
an easy matter to save to the public 
service conspicuous ability like that 
of Luther Ely Smith by putting him 
into a public office, That is not, 
however, the way we do. We put 
into public office someone entirely 
or virtually uselegs, and work Luther 
Ely Smith until he is compelled to 
choose between his own work and 
that of the community. In his ex- 
ercise of this choice, the public loses 
him. The inefficiency test for public 
office in St. Louis is severe, and not 
everybody is inefficient enough to 
pass. However, we manage to get 


places filled, and then turn to our 
already overworked volunteers to get 
things done. Mr. Cuendet, as our 
most enthusiastic and probably our 
most efficient fireman, though purely 
a volunteer and unpaid, typifies the 
situation in St. Louis precisely. 


The Wrongs of Earth. 

ECENTLY there was held in 
the East a conference having 
as its purpose rehabilitation 

of the small states of Europe. Rep- 
resentatives of all sorts of former 
and fleeting communities were pre- 
sented, and after they had all 
rehearsed the wrongs of their mother 
countries it became quite evident 
that if Europe is miserable now, she 
is only more so than she was.

There 
is an Ireland in every empire, and 
in every kingdom a conquered peo- 
ple whose dream is freedom. If 
anyone thinks peace can adjust this 
matter, or that Mr. Wilson can do 
anything final about it, let him un- 
deceive himself before he is rudely 
awakened by the actual terms of 
peace as they are finally announced. 
The ‘wrongs of earth are far past 
mending. They are too many, and 
they have bitten too deeply into the 
hearts of the people.

proach to a panacea is the United 
States, which has no past. Here 
only the Indians have a kick, and 
there are too few Indians to make 
themselves felt. 


What the War Is About. 


OW would it do to first try to 
find out what the war is 
about, and then talk peace? 

A conference of experts on what 
wars have usually been about ought 
to be able to arrive at a solution on 
which all the combatants could 
agree, and from that time progress 
toward peace ought to be rapid. Mr. 
Wilson does-not know what the war 
is about, and asks the warring na- 
tions to tell us. Dr. Roland Usher, 
upon the other hand, saw it coming 
and could doubtless come within a 
hair’s breadth of telling us what it 
is about. He might even tell the 
warring nations. 
prise us a bit to learn that they are 
quite as much in the dark as to the 
actual casus belli as the President 
confesses ‘himself to be. A confer. 
ence of experts seems under the cir- 
cumstances obviously the first step. 
Certainly continuing to sound this 
and that side, before what they are 
fighting about has been determined, 
is futile. If they do not know what 
they are fighting abant, they are 
necessarily unable w say on what 
terms they will quit.

The Depargment of Agriculture 
at Washington has considered the in- 
dustry of sufficient importance to 
make a thorough study of it and the 
results of the investigation have been 
published in the form of a bulletin. | 


ments, or which for any reason ere 
unsiilable on account of outward ap- 
pearance, though perfectly good oth- 
erwise, may be frozen out of the show, 
or fried -nd saved. The development | 
of the industry has not been without 
its discouragements and problems, 
The method by which these eggs are, 
prepared enabled unscrupulous hand- 
@lers to make use of eggs that were 

unfit for food. A prejudice grew up 
againat this preduct which has taken 
years to overcome. But the eectivities 
of Government pure food officials 
have now placed the industry on @ 
business basis and sanitary regula- 
tions are thoroughly enforced. 

The eggs commonly used by repu- 
table firms for breaking ‘are small 
cr oversized. eggs and dirty, cracked, 
or shrunken @¢ggs. To the trade these 
are. known as “seconds.” They are 
rot to be confused with eggs that 

unfit for human usé, such as the 
clas<es known as black, white, mixed 
and sour rots, green whites, . exgs 
with stuck yolks, musty and moldy 
eggs, blood rings, etc. These should 
be rejected entirely or else used for 
tanning purposes only. Eggs with a 
bad odor should he rejected abso- 
lutely. 

Careful candling before thé eggs go 
to the breaking room’ is one of the 
rrincipal points upon the importance 
of which the new bulletin. insists. 
Careful candling is mot only neces- 
sary to prevent rhe use of unfit eggs, 
but it will also prevent the waste of 
a number of perfectly good eggs 
which might otherwise be rejected. 
Furthermore, the eggs should be 
graded again when out of the shell, 
for certain kinds of infection can 
only be detected when the eggs have 
been broken. 

In practice, it was found that in 
order to prevent waste and to insure 
good grading, no more than three 
eggs should be broken into a cup 
before it is emptied. It Was also 
found that from 12 to 18 aggs a min- 


ute is as rapid work as can be done 
satisfactorily. 


Hints on Building Up 
a Flock by G rading 


In his book on “Principles of 
ing,”’” Dean Davenport of the [llinois 
College of Agriculture, says:. ‘“The fail- 
ure to make the most of grading is the 
largest single p 
farmers.” In no instance doeé - this 
statement carry more truth than in 
poultry keeping, whether on the farm or 
in the city. Some excellent suggestions 
or. building up a profit producing flock 
by grading is given by C. 8. Anderson, 
head of the poultry department of the 
Colorado Agricultural College. . 

“In grading up a flock, begin with 8 
definitely fixed ideal,” says Mr. An- 
derson. - “Keeping this ideal in mind, 
whether it is maximum egg production, 
efcelling meat qualities, or one of the 
many other phases of poultry keeping, 
select a good, pure bred male to mate 
with your mixed or grade flock. If, for 
efample, egg production is the aim 'n 
view, choose one of the smaller breeds 
and a strain of that particular breed 
showing high production records, Chang- 
ing the breed or type of male every 
year will never bring results. 

‘Never use a grade male. He may 
look as though apparently he carries 
the quality of the breed, but he has 
not the breeding that will insure his 
prepotency. Under no conditions should 
pure blood of other breeds be intro- 
duced. One such gross will do more 
mongrelizing than can be, undone in 
years. 

“After using the purebred male in the 
flock for three or four generations you 
will be amazed at the effect which itt 
has on the variegated mongrel-looking 
lot of birds, and,also the uniformity 
and degree of é¢xcellency you 
have attained.” 


Use of Cottonseed 


It is a well-settled fact that protein Is 
essential to heavy egg production, but 
there is a difference of opinion ag to the 
form in which this element should be 
supplied. This question is particularly 
puzzling to poultry raisers whe are not 
in a position to grow their own feed and 
who must supply all their birds’ wants 
artificially.

The accompanying sketch shows one 
of the simplest as well as one of the 
most guccessful trap nests that can ve 
made, A common lemon or orange crate, 
with one end and the center partition 
taken out will be quite satisfactory in 
making this nest. After making a frame 
for the open end a short board (D), 
about four inches high, is set cross- 
wise into the bottom of the box In front 
of the nest.

In the first case one atom of gold may now occupy as much space as 
two atoms of produce; in the second case, two atoms of gold may be 
condensed into the space of one atom of produce. The balance in yolume 
remains fixed throughout, but the number of units varies. Ii-the one 
instance a unit of gold will counterbalance two units of produce; in the 
other it will take two units of gold to counterbalance-one of produce. We 
say in the first case that. the purchasing power of gold is doubled and 
that the prices are cheap; in the second we say that the buying power of 
gold is halved, and that prices are high. 

The situation in the United States now is that gold is more plentiful 
than it ever was before; by the inevitable law of supply and demand, its 
purchasing power has lessened and the prices of other commodities have 
correspondingly increased. There would be no hardship if we possessed 
some automatic process by which, as the buying power of gold decreases, 
our individual possession of it would correspondingly increase. But for 
the most part wages and incomes from principal out at interest remain 
fixed: a man’s selary, for instance, stays at the $5000-a-year figure, al- 
though its purchasing power may decline to $4500 or $4000. He is like 
a man who is compelled to buy cloth measured with a yardstick which 
has shrunk to 30 or 25 inches, and who is unable to redress the unfairness 
by adding another 6 or 1 inches to the measure. 

Thus, in the United States, gold has flooded in so bounteously from 
the belligerent nations that its value has been lessened here and its buying 
power diminished.

vhen money or gold nsk wei was so plentiful that all other commodities were 
exceedingly high, not altogether because they were so scarce, but mostly 
because money was so cheap. Everybody had plenty of it, and in conse- 
quence drinks, provisions and clothes reached fabulous prices. But with 
the subsidence of the “boom,” money grew less excessive in quantity and 
the prices of other commodities gradually declined once more to a normal 
level. , 

In essentials gold used as money follows the same laws as would apples 
if employed as currency. The scarcer gold is, the higher is its value 
and the more it will buy; the more plentiful it is, the lower is its value 
and the less it will buy. The value of gold is artificial, not intrinsic; 
if the. primitive bouseholder declines to give two bushels of apples for 
a pair of shoes he can take the fruit home and eat it; but a man with 
nothing but gold is compelled to trade—he can neither eat his gold nor 
fashion it into warm clothes.

skaters in the world for we are athletic, lovers of out- 
door sports and inhabit a land situated in the largest 


tract of the North~Temperate zone occupied by any 


“nation in the world. In this area is found sufficiently 
cold weather to produce a great amount of natural ice, 
and. yet not cold enough to make ice skating bodily 


uncomfortable. But the sport has lagged almost every- ° 


where in this country until the recent revival, which 


brings it to St. Louis this season as quite the thing. . 


Ice skating is a matter of balance and grace, and not 
of strength and great endurance. This fact makes it a 
desirable recreation for women and young girls, many 
of whom become experts as fancy skaters, especially in 
Northern European countries,.and compete successfully 
with the best men skaters. Until a few years ago the 
championships were open to both sexes, who competed 
together, but the women naturally excelled in grace, 
‘thus having an edge on the men, and for this season 
the sexes have been segregated in order to give the 
men an even chance in these events. 

Skating is an expression of individuality, the experts 
declare, and one skater will enjoy spins and whirls; 
another will incline towards big, showy spirals; another 
) will. develop in- 
dividual skill in 
two-foot move- 
ments, while 
others will ex- 
press the artis- 
tic in intricate 
and fantastic 
figures. And it 
is a sport for 
everybody, for 
girls and boys 
and grownups. 
It can be fast 
and strenuous exercise or gentle enjoyment of poetic 
motion. .At the same time it is a health stimulant and 
social diversion. : 

To skate properly, or learn to skate, the right equip- 
ment, both as to skates and dress, is absolutely essen- 
tial. The skate, of course, should be the first considera- 
tion. One may-skate well, perhaps, with ordinary street 
shoes or costume that prevents free action of the body, 
but with the wrong kind of skates, experts say, it is 
quite impossible to become even fairly efficient. 

Charlotte, who is said to be one of the greatest woman 
skaters in the world and who will give exhibitions in 
St. Louis this winter, says the toe of the skate should 
curve upward @nd around the toe of the shoe; that the 
height of the foot Plate from the ice should be much 
less than that of the heel plate, thus throwing the 
skater into a forward balance. The runner of the skate, 
directly under. the ball of the foot, 
should be flat for about two inches, 
and most ordinary skating should be 
done on this flat space under the ball 
of the foot. 

Shoes should fit snug around the 
heel and should have heels higher 
than the ordinary camping, sporting 
or hiking shoes, which will help 
throw the weight: on the ball of the 
foot. Shoes with tops 6 to 8 inches 
high shoujd be worn by women and girls. They should 
be of straight last and strong, as the strain{on the 
ankle often becomes quite tense. 

Skating costumes may contain a variety of design 
and material, ranging from silk to leather, the latter 
being quite the fad now. The material for a skating 
costume should be of something which will not bulk 
up, a material that will fall naturally to graceful curves. 

An utidergarment of silk or satin for petticoat and 
bloomers or knickerbockers serve to prevent the gown 
from bunching around the legs. The skirt should be 
comparatively snug around the hips and free, even 
slightly flaring around the edge. Fur bands around 
the edges lend to its attractiveness. 

The tendency to unrestrained and a somewhat bold 
way’ of skating necessitates skirts which permit free- 
dom in swinging ahd long gliding strokes. A petti- 
cout or short skirt of thin-woven elastic goods, especial- 
ly if of silk, makes an ideal undergarment. . The length 
of the skirt should bring it to about the middie of the 
calf or to the tops of the skating shoes. -A longer skirt 
would not be comfortable nor appear graceful. 


The accepted rules for proper skating, based on 
opinions of the best skaters in the world, say the head 
should be carried erect at all times, as drooping car- 
riage is as unnecessary as it is ungraceful. The arms 
should not be held close to the body nor swung violent- 
ly about. Allow the arms freedom of poise and carry 
them gracefully extended. Bending the body from the 
hips, sidewise, is neither necessary nor permissible. 
It is a fault which beginners adopt through fear of 
falling. The sharp edge of the skate will sustain the 
body in its temporary Violation of the law of gravita- 
‘tion. One should relax the body while skating the 
same as when walking, and- all movements should be 
natural and free.

The skating leg should be bent at the 
knee to gain power and momentum, but 
the Straightening of the body should 
immediately follow. \ The balance leg - 
should be carried somewhat away from 
the skating leg, with the knee welbe 
bent and foot turmed downward and 
outward. “ The knees should never 
touch nor be held close together for 
any length of time. 

The general principle of skating im- 
plies that the arms and the legs are 
used as compensating balances in al- 
most every stroke. When the arms are 
on one side of the body the balance leg 
should be on the other. Once this prin- 
ciple is grasped and kept in mind, prog- 
ress will be rapid. 

Pair skating implies adaptibility but 
when once mastered by a couple it 
becomes the most charming gnd grace- 
ful phase of the ice sport. "It is. the 
sociable form of skating and presents 
many advantages to develop individual. 
achievement, as in the support of weak 


figures. The mere presence of an as- 


sisting hand will often aid the ambitious skater in the 
first attempt at mastery of difficult balance or the sus- 
taining of a long spiral. Individual skating, when 
highly perfected, tends somewhat toward an over- 
abundance of dance steps and toe 
movements, but pair skating =fre- 
mains skating at its best—the long, 
sweeping, exquisitely poised curves 
being carried over a great stretch of 
,Zlistening ice. 

- For yair skating a certain amount 
of preliminary progress in individual 
skating is essential. One should first 
be able to execute the outside edze 
forward circles and at least’ strike 


out alone on backward edges before taking a 


partner. 

The professional rule for. pair skating saya that be- 
ginners should skate forward, one behind the other, 
right and left hands touching, letting the skater behind 
swing across the direction of: the one in front. Thus

The most popular and one of the easiest of pair 
skating figures is the waltz.

It would be difficult for even the most painstaking 
student of skating to learn these movenients from 
printed description or diagram. They can’ be learned 
best from a teacher capable of executing some, if not 
all, of the free skating figures, The student should 
watch carefully the strokes of those whe can skate the . 
designs and then work the figures out for himself on™ 
the ice. If necessary to refresh the memory, make 
penci] sketches of figures and write down the correct 
carriage of the balance feot and arms. 

Spins and whirls, on one foot or both feet, are best 
started from a long, strong spiral on one foot, which 
ends in a three, the balance foot and the arms being 
swung wide to give rotating impetus. Pirovettes are 
done on. the toes of the skates and require extremely- 
dificult. balances. Jumps on to the toe of the skates 
are not so difficult, and yet are effective for exhibition 
purposes and often form pretty interludes to introduce 
a program. Spirals are splendid figures for pair skat- . 
ing or for demonstration of graceful | . 

The various dance steps are merely variations of the 
school figures or additions to them of some of these 
movements. Few of them are at all difficult, the com- 
bination of simple movements being all that the skater 
need learn. The waltz, for example, is simply the three — 
turn, on both edges, forward and backward, with a 
partner, who is oftener a help than a hindrance to the 
beginner. 

The best means to learn anything, of vourse, is to 
take courage and essay to accomplish the thing in the 
regular manner.

VERY American is more or less familiar 

with the career of William Jennings 

Bryan, but comparatively few persons 

knew until recently that his most ardent 

political beliefs were actually prompted 

by four paintings. Mr. Bryan is advocat- 

ing today woman suffrage, profibdifion and 

world peace, and he declares that his espousal of these 

causes was first suggested by pictures painted by noted 
artists. 

Mr. Bryan began to champion the cause of wolkan 
suffrage after gaging upom Bodenhausen’s “Madonna.” 
He turned t. Mqnor when he gaw Hevenden’s 
“Breaking Home Ties,” a pict@re with a stromg appeal 
to the heart, and the idea that world peate and uni- 
versal brotherhood should be the next step in a rising 
civilization struck him forcibly, he declared, when he 
beheld the paintings, “Apotheosis of War” and the 
familiar “‘Christ Before Pilate.” 

“Bodenhausen’s ‘Madonna’ impressed me more thas 
any other one thing as the strongest argument for 
woman suffraze,” Mr. Bryan explained, “for it em- 
bodies the spfrit of mother love. When‘my wife carried 
my first child downstairs to me, 31 years ago, in our 
Lincofn home, { was so struck by the expression of love 
in her eyes that I there and then became convinced 
that woman was deserving of any trust that man might 
impose in her. Some years later I stood awestruck 
before Bodenhausen’s ‘Madonna’ fn a Kansas City art 
gallery, and I saw fn it the expression of mother love. 
It took me back home to the time when Ruth was 
born, and I saw again the 
divine expression of mother 
love that wreathed the face 
of my wife when she car- 
ried Ruth down to me:
